PARIS, March 11.—The 
agency has received the following dis- 
patch from Sofia, Bulgaria: 

“Advices received here from Con- 
stantinople say that Mehemmed Bur- 
han-Eddin Effendi, favorite son of the 
former Sultan Abdul Hamid, has been 
found strangled in his bedroom. 

“Despite the reserve of the Turkish 
police, it has been confirmed that the 
Prince was killed by political 
enemies.” 

Prince Burhan-Eddin was 29 years 
old and the fourth son of Abdul 
Hamid. He held the rank of lieuten- 
ant in the Turkish navy. During his 
father’s reign he was fourteenth in 
line for succession to the throne, ac- 
cording to the Shereefian system but 
it was said that Abdul Hamid de- 
signed to elevate him over his thirteen 
seniors and make him the next Sultan. 

In 1909, when Abdul Hamid was de- 
throned, Prince 
kept under surveillance in the palace 
for a time, charged with being con- 
cerned in a conspiracy for the restora- 
tion of absolutism. 

With the abdication of Prince Wil- 
liam of Wied, as ruler of Albania last 
year, it was reported that Turkey 
would urge Burhan-Eddin's appoint- 


ment to the throne.

Strong Pressure on Germans Com- 

‘pels Them to Bring to Front 

Numerous Forces Taken from the 

Reserves at Other Points and to 
Waste Ammunition.

PARIS, March 11.—The following 
official summary 
activities in the Champagne district 


was given out in Paris today: 


“A continuous action has been go- 
ing on in Champagne since February 
16. The daily official reports of the 
War Office have set forth the develop- 
ments in this fighting and the prog- 
ress made. The very strong pressure 
exercised upon the lines of the enemy 
compelled the Germans to bring to 


this point on the front very numerous 


forces taken from the reserves in 
other sections and at the same time 
to make heavy expenditures in am- 
munition. 

These 


incessant engagements, in 


the course of which some of the best 
units of the German army, have been 


decimated, made it impossible for 
our adversaries to move any troops 
Or ammunition toward their eastern 
front. 

“Among the numerous military 
achievements the capture of the earth- 
works at Beausejour was not the least 
brilliant. Our colonial infantry, to 
whom this honor is due, gave proof 
in this fighting of a determination 
and a spirit of sacrifice worthy of its 
‘glorious traditions. 
The earthwork or Fort of Beause- 
jour is situated on rising ground be- 
tween two ravines and is surrounded 
by deep trenches with communicating 
trenches to the rear, wide enpugh 
to permit large. numbers of men to 
advance. .

The statement concludes by saying

Many arguments have been urged 
from time to time against the destruc- 
tion of neutral vessels, and when in 
doubt American naval commanders 
have been cautioned always to dis- 
miss the vessel.

OVER VICTORY. 


Gain in France Considered of 
Great Importance. 


French Well Satisfied Over 
Gains in Champagne. 
Turkish Resistance Said to be 

Growing. Weaker. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. 

LONDON, March 11.—Of the Brit- 
ish victory in Northern France there 
is no news beyond the official reports. 
It is believed that while no great 
amount of ground has been captured, 
the improvement in the British posi- 
ticn brought about by it is of the 
greatest importance, and if further 
pressed might compel the Germans to 
evacuate La Bassee and perhaps other 
points which make their line 80 
strong at present. : 

Equally important Was the success 
achieved by British airmen in de- 
stroying the railway junctions at Men- 
in and Courtrai. These are on one 
of the German mam lines of com- 
munication and their destruction will 
delay the arrival of new contingents 
ct troops, which are reported to be 
again concentrating in Belgium for 
another attempt to break through to 
Calais and Boulogne: 

According to Dutch 8 these 
troops have brought wit them a 
large number of boats for the pas- 
sage of the canals and rivers, and 
for the first time in months in 
clude cavalry units. 

FIGHTING IN CHAMPAGNE. 

There has been scme fighting in 
Champagne, but on the whole the 
French seemed to be satisfied for the 
present with the progress they have 
made in that region. In the Vosges 
the battle for Reich Ackerkopf has 
been resumed. 

These, however, are small affairs 
in comparison with the battles which 
are in progress in North Poland be- 
tween the Niemen and Vistula rivers. 
The Germans apparently are falling 
back in the north, but are fighting a 
rear-guard action, which has reached 
the importance of a pitched battle, 
and are taking a few prisoners with 
them. 

The Germans are again in Augcus- 
towo forest, on the Fast Prussian bor- 
der, which has been the burial place 
cf so many German and Russian sol- 
diers. The Germans have brought up 
more guns, but of a lighter caliber, to 
bombard Ossowetz, while further te 
the south in the neighborhood of Os- 
trolenka, they claim to have defeated 
the Russians. The battle on the roads 
from Khoriele to Praanysz, along 
which the Germans hope tc reach and 
pierce the Russian fortress line, still 
continues. 

The weather having turned colder, 
the ground in North Poland has hard- 
ened, which will greatly facilitate the 
movement of troops. This is said to 
be the first time in history that the 
‘weather has favored an army attempt- 
ing to invade Russia. 

THE DARDANELLES. 

Reports from Tenedos say that the 
Turkish artillery in the Dardanelles 
grows weaker daily, and that the last 
bomhasdment by the allied warships 
badly damaged the forts at Chanak 
Kalesi. Two big cruisers spent the 
night in the straits protecting the ves- 
sels engaged in mine-sweeping. 

Dispatches from Rome indicate that 
the German Ambassador, Prince von 
Buelow, has renewed his negotiations 
with the Italian government with the 
obfect of securing the continued neu- 
trality of that country in return for 
territorial concessions in Austria. Aus- 
tria, however, is said to be oppcsed to 
making such concessions as would sat- |

NOTED HYPNOTIST DIS. 


Body of Dr. Fiint will be Bronght 


Here from Pennsylvania—Funcral 

this Afternoon. 

Dr. Herbert L. Flint, one of the 
most-noted hypnotists of the United 
States, died in Newcastle, Pa., the 
5th inst., after a brief iliness. He 
had gone from Los Angeles to close 
some business affairs prior to mak- 
ing this city his permanent home. 

For the past four years Dr. Flint 
had spent much of his time here. He 
purchased property in the southwest- 
ern part of the city, which he in- 
tended to make his home place. He 
leaves a widow afid one daughter, who 
reside in Seattle. He was a brother 
of Mrs. A. Montgomery and son of 
Mrs. Sarah E. Flint, both of whom 
reside at No. 1246 West Forty-eighth 
street. 

The body will arrive on the Santa 
Fe train early this morning. The 
funeral services will be condueted this 
afternoon at 4 o'clock at the Los An- 
geles Crematory, under the auspices 
of the Los Angeles Lodge, No. 99, B.

The company was given a lease to 
the bulkhead line by the old city cf 
San Pedro, prior to annexation. This 
lease and reaffirming leases that 
were later made were ratified by the 
State Legislature. They run for fifty 
years, or forty-two years from date. 

The so-called “reaffirming” leases 


ted by San Pedro—there were 


three altogether-—-added new ground 
that was reclaimed to the original 
Jas. In all, the leesees have control, 


valuable harbor property. 

The company now using the prop- 
erty, and upon which it has spent 
about $2,500,000 in improvements, 
does not contest the city’s owner- 
ship of the property, but up to date 
has denied the 4 right to set aside 
the original leases or to compel the 
company to pay a 
revenue to the city for the use of the 


President Woodman believes that 
the company should pay on the same 
basis as other companies which have 
leased harbor ground from the city.

WIFE OF ACTOR ROBERTS SUES 
FOR MAINTENANCE. 


He Stayed in New York Jalil Six 
Months Rather than Pay Court 
Award—She Names Young Woman 
and also Seeks Damages on Allens 
tion Charge. 


Mrs. Lucy Roberts has followed her 
husband, Theodore Roberts, to the 
movies here from New York, in an ef- 
fort to collect a weekly allowance of 
$50, given her by the Supreme Court 
of that State. 

Since he came to California, she as- 
serts, Actor Roberts has refused to 
pay the alimony. When he was in New 
York City he spent six months in, the 
Ludlow-street jail rather than pay it. 

By a mass of evidence which she 
has collected, and which will be sub- 
mitted to the court, Mrs. Roberts aims 
to show that Actor Roberts has been 
devoting his time. attentions and 


money to one Florence Smyth, who was 


formerly 4p actress in one of the com- 
panies in which Mr. Roberts was star- 
ring. At the present Mrs. Roberts is 
suing Miss Smyth for $50,000 for the 
alleged alienation of her husband's af- 
fections. 

The legal end of Mrs. Roberts's mis- 
sion here developed yesterday when 
Attorney Pacht sued in the Superoir 
Court to force Mr, Roberts to give Mrs. 
the same allowance as decreed 

by the New York courts, and that he 
be_forced to give bond as proof that 
the alimony would be forthcoming. 

In the complaint Attorney Pacht 
points out that Mr. Roberts is receiving | * 
$15,000 a year as an actor with the 
Jesse Lasky company. 

Mrs. Roberts, who is a literary wom- 
an of some ability and a woman of 
high culture, is 56 years old, without 
means of support, and dependent upop 
the charity of friends and relatives to 
exist during her hunt for the alimony. 
She asserts her husband is 60. Miss 
Smyth is 26.
